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TEENAGER CLAIMS 
TOP CARER AWARD 



AN 18-year-old, who takes care of his two 
younger brothers despite the worry of his 
mum suffering from cancer, has won the 
Outstanding Achievement Award at the 
Haringey Carer of the Year ceremony. 

George Onofrei, of Tottenham, helps to support 
his mum and stepfather, who both work long 
shifts, by taking his three-year-old brother to 
nursery on the bus every morning, as well as 
learning to bottle feed his baby brother and 
change his nappies. 

Last year, George’s mum Gabriela was 
diagnosed with terminal cancer while she was 
pregnant. Her baby was delivered early so she 
could undergo emergency surgery and start 
chemotherapy. 

Despite the upheaval in his life, George has 
taken things in his stride to help out at home. 

Mum Gabriela said: “George plays with both of 
his brothers and makes them laugh, even when he 
feels sad. His brothers love him so very much. He 
is quietly kind and cares deeply for us.” 

Along with Mayor of Haringey Sheila Peacock 
and several other councillors and high-ranking 
council officials, a host of adult and young carers 
were invited to the awards ceremony at Wolves 
Lane Nursery, in Wood Green, in recognition of 
the dedicated, unpaid work which they do to help 
relatives and other loved ones. 

Speaking at the seventh annual staging of the 
event, the mayor told the audience: “I know that 
many of you here carry out your caring responsi¬ 
bilities out of sight. 

“The Carer of the Year awards are our way of 
thanking and celebrating you and the thousands 
of unpaid carers in Haringey. 

“This ceremony also aims to highlight your 
tremendous dedication and shows that you 
haven’t been forgotten. 

“I am truly astonished by the unwavering sup¬ 
port you provide every single day, sometimes in 
very demanding situations. 

“The remarkable thing is that many of you 
don’t even realise just what an amazing job you 
do and how far you go beyond the norm. All of 
you deserve awards.” 

The Adult Carer of the Year accolade went to 


Jay Ray Stephenson, of Tottenham, who gave up 
work to become a full-time carer to his mum, 
who has dementia. 

Runners-up in that category were Dr Sarah 
White, of Stroud Green, and George Charalam- 
bous, of Harringay. 

Dr White has been a long-time carer to her son, 
who has mental health problems, is an active 
member of MIND in Haringey and is also on the 
board of the Mental Health Support Association. 

Mr Charalambous, 83, of Harringay Ladder, 
looks after his wife Christina, who is bed-bound 
due to osteoporosis. 

The Young Carer of the Year is 12-year-old 
Fatna Khalid, of Wood Green, who helps her 
mum look after her older sister Zeineb. 

Paying tribute to her youngest daughter, mum 
Meriem said: “Fatna is no ordinary girl. From as 
early an age as three, Fatna started looking out for 
her older sister and alerting me when Zeineb 
wandered off or was having difficulties. 

“Fatna has always been ready to drop what 
she is doing to run to the help of Zeineb. 


“What is more, at the end of last December, 
Fatna’s patience and courage were put to a great 
test. Both Zeineb and I were not well for a period 
of six weeks between us. 

“Fatna had to deal with the day-to-day shop¬ 
ping, cleaning, supporting Zeineb with her spe¬ 
cial feed and medication as well as physically 
helping her to move about. 

“For several weeks, Fatna had to give up her 
free time and even her room as she had to sleep 
with us in the sitting room because we could not 
manage the stairs. 

“Fatna did all the above and much more with 
such commitment, courage and endurance with¬ 
out ever complaining or forgetting to smile.” 

There were also two runners-up in the Young 
Carer category - Sean Malik-Williams, 17, and 
Zahra Dehbi, 16, both of Hornsey. 

Sean helps to look after his seven-year-old 
brother as his mum works long hours, while 
Zahra has cared for her mum Ay she, who has a 
blood disorder and suffers from depression, for 
many years. 


Council boosts highways budget by £9.5m 
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HARINGEY Council has pledged to spend an 
extra £9.5million on improving roads and 
street lighting across the borough this year. 

At a meeting of the cabinet on Tuesday last 
week, the council announced a highways 
budget of £16.26m for 2013/14, up from 
£6.7m last year. 

It comes on the back of the council last 
month pledging an extra £1.5m to deal with 
potholes across the borough. 

In April, Haringey’s Liberal Democrat group 


opposition slammed the state of pavements and 
roads across the borough. The Lib Dems 
claimed that more than half of footpaths 
needed repairing and there was a £107m back¬ 
log of investment required to bring Haringey’s 
roads and transport infrastructure up to scratch. 

The council has reacted by pledging the 
extra cash to repair roads damaged by the cold 
winter and spring weather, as well as plans to 
improve Wood Green, Tottenham and the 
Green Lanes corridor.

Four charged with 
murder of man, 20 

FOUR people have appeared 
in court charged with the 
murder of Ibrahim Ali in 
Tottenham earlier this year. 

The 20-year-old, right , 
from Tottenham, died in 
hospital after he was found 
by police and paramedics 
suffering from knife wounds 
in Stamford Close, just off 
Broad Lane, at about 5am 
on March 10. 

Detectives investigating 
the former Park View 
Academy pupil’s death and 
the attempted murder of another man, made 
four arrests last week. 

Last Wednesday, Rhys Brown, 20, of 
Craven Park Road, South Tottenham, Chez 
Degoze, 27, of Coleridge Road, Finsbury 
Park, and Tara Phillips, 32, from 
Hoddesdon, Hertfordshire, appeared at 
Hendon Magistrates’ Court charged with the 
murder of Mr Ali and the attempted murder 
of a 20-year-old man. 

Phillipsis also charged with perverting the 
course of justice. 

On Thursday, a 17-year-old boy from north 
London appeared at Willesden Youth Court 
on the same charges. 

All four have been remanded to appear in 
court at a future date. 

Crack house shut down 

POLICE have been granted a closure order 
for a crack house in Thackeray Avenue, in 
Bruce Grove. 

The three-month order was granted 
following reports of persistent antisocial 
behaviour at the property. A police raid this 
month unearthed evidence of class A drugs 
being used at the house.

Liz Wise, Enfield Clinical 
Commissioning Group’s 
chief officer: 

“Preventing the changes to 
emergency care puts local peo¬ 
ple at risk. These changes mean 
more senior emergency doctor 
hours in A&E, better maternity 
care in modern labour wards 
and improved children’s inpatient services. 

“As part of the clinical strategy we are recruiting 
more than 250 staff to work in these larger depart¬ 
ments. However, it is not just about more staff, as 
senior doctors maintain and improve their skills by 
working in larger departments, treating a greater 
range of patient conditions. 

“At the same time, many of the services at Chase 
Farm will continue - outpatients, blood and other 
diagnostic tests, rehabilitation and a new urgent 
care centre. Chase Farm Hospital will also spe¬ 
cialise in planned operations with six operating 
theatres. There will also be assessment centres, one 
for children and another for older people. 

“The clinical strategy is also about sustaining the 
local medical workforce and hospital services. All 
local hospitals will have the opportunity to carry 
on teaching and contributing to research - provid¬ 
ing high quality care for local people.” 


Alev Cazimoglu, chairwoman 
of Enfield Council’s 
health and well-being 
scrutiny panel: 

“The report we received 
showed that work still needs to 
be done to improve primary 
care in Enfield prior to the 
potential closure of any facilities at Chase Farm 
Hospital so that we can be sure that patients have 



access to high quality healthcare in this borough 
which meets their needs. 

“We are very pleased with the quality of the 
report produced by Hygeian and Enfield Council 
will continue to monitor the quality of primary 
care provision ahead of the decision by the NHS in 
September on whether or not to remove the mater¬ 
nity and A&E departments at Chase Farm Hospital 
from November. 

“Both the public and members of the panel 
expressed serious concerns relating to the popula¬ 
tion figures the NHS have been using to calculate 
future need, ambulance provision in Enfield, trans¬ 
portation issues and the difficulty our consultants 
had in obtaining information from the NHS in put¬ 
ting together their report.” 

Kate Wilkinson, from the 
Save Chase Farm campaign: 

“The NHS did not predict 
the population explosion that 
has occurred in Enfield. This 
is already putting strain on 
both acute hospital services 
and primary care provision 
and without front-line services 
at Chase Farm the situation would become danger¬ 
ous with the population increase set to continue. 

“The NHS has failed to deliver the improved pri¬ 
mary care and other community facilities promised 
under this strategy and has failed to provide the 
additional ambulance cover promised following 
the last legal challenge. 

“They have also failed to acknowledge the need 
for additional maternity facilities at Barnet and 
Chase Farm Hospital sites. Chase Farm is set to 
lose its consultant-led maternity wing in November 
at a time when demand continues to increase and 
Barnet Hospital is closed on a regular basis. 



“For these and many other reasons it would be 
dangerous to proceed with the planned closures at 
Chase Farm in November.” 





Enfield’s MPs: 

“The council 
requested this 
report as an 
alternative to 
pursuing a judi¬ 
cial review of 
the final deci¬ 
sion to downgrade A&E at Chase Farm” - Nick de 
Bois (Enfield North). “At the time they made it 
clear that if the conditions were not being met they 
would seek a judicial review and fight the decision 
in the courts. I urge them to deliver on that com¬ 
mitment and I would support them wholeheartedly. 

“The fact is the report highlights a number of 
areas where primary care is not good enough. 
Progress with the four health centres has been slow 
and too many GP practices are in sub-standard 
premises. It’s highly unlikely this will be remedied 
by the November deadline and therefore it’s clear 
the council has to go for a judicial review now.” 


“Unfortunately, the strategy does little to reassure 
me the NHS is on track to achieve the smooth tran¬ 
sition to the new community-focused health system 
my constituents need and deserve” - Andy Love 
(Edmonton). “Questions remain about whether or 
not the four new primary care centres, including 
Highmead in Edmonton, will be opened on time. 

“I fear that the success of the proposed system 
hinges on too many variables that, according to this 
report, are simply not in place yet. The whole 
future of the strategy must be in doubt as a result of 
the failure to deliver on some of the key compo¬ 
nents of the plan.” 
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Health chiefs under fire over 
new Chase Farm report

HEALTH commissioners were taken 
to task by councillors and health cam¬ 
paigners on Monday over plans to 
downgrade Chase Farm following an 
independent report into the changes. 

At a meeting of Enfield Council’s 
health and well-being scrutiny panel, 
councillors and campaigners tackled 
representatives of the Enfield Clinical 
Commissioning Group over the 
implementation of the Barnet, Enfield 
and Haringey Clinical Strategy, which 
will see services removed from Chase 
Farm Hospital, in The Ridgeway, 
Enfield, in November. 

The report, compiled by healthcare 
consultancy Hygeian Consulting, 
revealed that five out of 16 recom¬ 
mendations made by the Independent 
Reconfiguration Panel, made up of 
clinicians, managers and independent 
members, who reviewed the strategy 
in 2008 and 2011, have not been met. 

Following the removal of A&E and 
maternity services at Chase Farm, 
patients will be sent instead to North 
Middlesex University Hospital, in 
Sterling Way, Edmonton, or Barnet 
Hospital. Some patients with minor 
injuries could be treated at a new 
urgent care centre at Chase Farm, for 
which £12million has been allocated. 
However, building work will not be 
completed until early 2014. 

In 2008, the IRP laid out the recom¬ 


mendations relating to services 
including primary care, transport 
between hospitals and ambulance pro¬ 
vision, as well as further investments 
that needed to be in place before serv¬ 
ices would be taken away. 

The Hygeian report noted a failure 
to bolster primary care services in the 
borough, a massive growth in popula¬ 
tion numbers higher than originally 
predicted and a lack of information 
made available to consultants working 
on the report by health officials. 


While the CCG said it would be 
boosting primary care services with a 
£5million investment over the next 
two years, back in 2011, Enfield 
Council had told the IRP that commu¬ 
nity services were badly underfunded. 

At the time, the council estimated 
that the borough had a shortfall of 
£70m based on relative levels of dep¬ 
rivation, if compared to the similar 
borough of Ealing, in west London. 

And at Monday’s panel, Liz Wise, 
chief officer of Enfield CCG, 


appeared to be questioning the rela¬ 
tionship between the development of 
primary care in Enfield and the clini¬ 
cal strategy. 

She told the meeting: “We are con¬ 
fident that by September we will be 
complying with the IRP recommenda¬ 
tions and we will look at that as a pro¬ 
gramme board every time we meet. 

“But it is quite important to note 
that the hospital strategy is not 
directly related to the developments in 
primary care. 

“Around 40 per cent of people 
accessing Chase Farm A&E can still 
receive treatment there, at the new 
urgent care centre. 

“The remaining 60 per cent will be 
looked after at Barnet Hospital or 
North Middlesex University Hospital, 
and we are not assuming these people 
will go into primary care.” 

Kieran McGregor, of the Save 
Chase Farm campaign, said: “It is 
clear in my mind that there has always 
been a link between the development 
of primary care before services would 
be removed - alternative services 
would have to be available in the com¬ 
munity. 

“The CCG are now moving the 
goalpost and seem to be sidestepping 
the conditions which they have prom¬ 
ised to meet. The report itself shows 
that the recommendations of the IRP 
have not been met and therefore we 
are calling on politicians to demand an 
immediate halt to the downgrade.”

March 2008: Barnet, Enfield and Haringey Joint Health Scrutiny Committee referred the 
decision to the Secretary of State for Health Alan Johnson, who commissioned the 
Independent Reconfiguration Panel to re-examine the plans. 

September 2008: Secretary of State for Health Alan Johnson signs off clinical strategy after 
Independent Reconfiguration Panel approve the plans’ albeit 16 recommendations 
April 2009: Enfield Council’s judicial review into the Health Secretary’s decision to down¬ 
grade Chase Farm is thrown out. A high court judge ruled that it would only take the process 
back to December 2007 because the challenge was “misconceived”. 

May 2010: New Conservative Secretary of State for Health Andrew Lansley calls a halt to all 
downgrades and sets a four-point test for all reconfigurations to meet, including support of 
local clinicians. 

December 2010: The Strategic Co-ordination Group made up of clinicians in north London 
find that the clinical strategy meets the four tests set out by Mr Lansley. 

March 2011: Enfield Council is asked to draw up plans for the hospital and opt for the 
status quo and more NHS funding for the borough, which prompted a second Independent 
Reconfiguration Panel review. 

September 2011: Health Secretary Andrew Lansley approves the downgrade, saying ithe 
safety and sustainability of local NHS services have to be the priority for all involved and as 
the IRP advice makes plain, both are at significant risk unless decisions are taken 
December 2011: Enfield Council chooses not to pursue a judicial review into Mr Lansley’s 
decision, saying it would be “premature”. The council says it will commission a review of the 
current service provision at Chase Farm and in primary care before the downgrade commences. 
January 2013: Business cases for the clinical strategy are approved, with £80million 
given to North Middlesex University Hospital to refurbish itss tower block and create a 
women and children’s centre - and £23m is given to Barnet Hospital for new wards and extra 
parking spaces. 

May 2013: Hygeian Consulting report back to Enfield Council with their findings that 
primary care has not been bolstered as recommended by IRP and says the NHS is yet to con¬ 
firm that expansion plans for maternity services at North Mid and Barnet will be sufficient.

FORMER Enfield North MP Joan 
Ryan has been selected as the Labour 
Party’s candidate for her old con¬ 
stituency at the next general election. 

Ms Ryan, who served as MP between 
1997 and 2010, was voted the prospec¬ 
tive parliamentary candidate by party 
members at a hustings at Kingsmead 
School, in Southbury Road, Enfield, 
on Sunday. 

She defeated four other candidates on 
the all-woman shortlist - Enfield coun¬ 
cillors Jayne Buckland and Ayfer 
Orhan, Haclmey’s cabinet member for 
neighbourhoods Feryal Demirci and 
Annajoy David, an entrepreneur, from 
Ilford, east London, who was backed by 
trade union Unite. 

Ms Ryan told the Advertiser. “I am 


absolutely delighted with the support I 
have received and I am looking forward 
to starting the real work of campaigning. 

“Enfield residents are being hit hard 
by this government’s policies. Our hos¬ 
pital is slowly being closed despite the 
fact that there has not been enough 
investment in primary care services to 
compensate for this. 

“Furthermore, public health spending 
is very low, there is a huge shortage of 
school places and there are 3,500 peo¬ 
ple in Enfield looking for work. 

“These issues will be my priority dur¬ 
ing the campaign and we should start 
this work now.” 

The leader of Enfield Council, Doug 
Taylor, said: “In selecting Joan Ryan, 
local members of the Labour Party 
have taken the next step in ensuring 
that Enfield North elects an MP who 
will listen to local people, work hard 


for them and stand up for our area.” 

Ms Ryan has proved to be a divisive 
figure in the borough in recent weeks, 
with a faction of party activists launch¬ 
ing an initiative called Labour Renewal 
in Enfield last week. 

Supporters of the initiative urged 
Labour members to vote for Ms Orhan, 
Ms David or Ms Demirci. 

Vicki Pite, chairwoman of Enfield 
North Labour Party and a supporter of 
Labour Renewal, told the Advertise r: 
“Obviously, I am disappointed with the 
selection as I was one of the many 
activists who felt we needed a fresh 
start. 

“But we are a democratic party and 
our members have made a choice. Per¬ 
sonally, I will continue to campaign for 
renewal in politics because I think that 
the electorate will demand nothing 
less.”

THE first port of call for people in need of their 
friendly local bobby could be a supermarket, as 
of September. 

Plans to boost the importance of safer neigh¬ 
bourhood policing will see four points of contact 
in the borough for people wanting to get in touch 
with police. 

These will be located at North Middlesex Uni¬ 
versity Hospital, in Sterling Way, Edmonton, 
Morrison’s supermarket, in Aldermans Hill, 
Palmers Green, at Southgate Patrol Base, in 
Chase Side, Southgate, and at the Turkey Street 
Safer Neighbourhood Base, in Hertford Road. 


In order to press ahead with the changes, 
Southgate police station will lose its front office 
and be replaced by a contact point for members 
of the public. 

As reported previously in the Advertiser, the 
only front counter services to remain in the bor¬ 
ough will be at Edmonton police station, which 
will be open throughout the day and night, and 
Enfield police station, which will be open for just 
40 hours a week. 

The changes are due to be rolled out in Sep¬ 
tember and a spokeswoman for Enfield Police 
told the Advertiser that further details of the 
shape of neighbourhood policing in the borough 
will emerge closer to the autumn launch date. 

Part of the plans, which will be expanded Lon- 


don-wide, include changing the way crimes are 
reported to police and will mean that victims can 
make an appointment at a time that suits them 
with a local police officer. 

Safer neighbourhood teams are also being 
shaken up and they will now be responsible for 
investigating neighbourhood crime and tackling 
anti-social behaviour and they will also be mak¬ 
ing a concerted effort to make their presence felt 
later into the evenings and at weekends. 

Hailing the plans as evidence City Hall is 
putting “bobbies before building”, London’s 
deputy mayor for policing Stephen Greenhalgh 
said: “Moving 2,600 extra police officers into 
neighbourhoods provides a golden opportunity 
for the Met to reconnect with Londoners.”

School expansion 
gets the go-ahead

ENFIELD Council has approved the second 
phase of its primary school expansion pro¬ 
gramme, which will lead to the borough’s first 
two all-through schools. 

The council’s cabinet agreed to a £44million 
investment on Wednesday last week in order to 
deliver an additional 1,680 places as part of 
phase two of the programme, increasing the num¬ 
ber of new primary school places to 4,000 by 
September 2017. 

The money comes on top of the £22m in phase 
one, which was approved in December. 

ARK John Keats Academy opens its doors in 
Bell Lane, Enfield Wash, in September - on the 
site of the former Oasis Hadley school, with 
places for 60 reception children. 

Edmonton County School, in Bury Street, 
Edmonton, is being expanded to include primary- 
age children and is scheduled to admit a 30- 
strong reception class from January next year. 

Cabinet member for children and young people 
Ayfer Orhan said: “This is good news as we are 
working hard with our partners to ensure there are 
enough primary school places in the areas where 
we need them the most. 

“Edmonton County and ARK John Keats are 
embracing the all-through school concept which 
helps to meet the primary school demands and 
enables children to make a smooth transition 
between each phase of their education.” 

Dr Susan Tranter, headteacher at Edmonton 
County, said: “We are a school for local children 
and we look forward to providing an outstanding 
education for children aged four to 19.

“As children approach the end of Year 7 they 
will have the opportunity to be taught by special¬ 
ists in subject-specific facilities. This is a unique 
opportunity in a council school.” 

Speaking after last week’s cabinet meeting 
Michael Lavender, leader of the Conservative 
group, told the Advertiser. “During the consulta¬ 
tion on the first phase of the programme we have 
seen how many people are concerned about the 
impact on traffic and parking availability in their 
areas when schools grow. 

“The council needs to assess how this will pan 
out when expanded schools reopen.” 

The cabinet report also acknowledged that sec¬ 
ondary schools will have to be expanded as the 
projected influx of academies and free schools 
will not meet the growing demand for places over 
the coming years.

Dire consequences for 
residents if budgets cut

COUNCIL chiefs have issued a stark 
warning that slashing local government 
budgets could have dire consequences for 
residents. 

The warning has come after a week of 
widespread speculation that in today's 
comprehensive spending review chancel¬ 
lor of the exchequer George Osborne will 
announce that the Department of Com¬ 
munities and Local Government, who are 
responsible for allocating local authority 
budgets, have accepted a crippling cut of 
ten per cent to their budget. 

Although town halls also receive 
income from council tax and business 
rates leader of the council Doug Taylor, 
has warned that the level of budget trim¬ 
ming the government are proposing 
could cripple local authorities, not just in 
Enfield, but across the county. 

Speaking ahead of today’s review he 
told the Advertiser that already council 
budgets were being squeezed by a lethal 
combination of a reduction in grant allo¬ 
cation, an unprecedented population 
increase and a freeze in council tax. 

“You can’t keep making substantial 
cuts without them having a substantial 
impact,” the leader said. “At the minute 
we are working very hard to stop the cuts 
being felt on the front line. But in the 
longer term the reality is that things are 
going to get harder and harder.” 

Explaining that in real terms the bite 


out of Enfield's budget could be in the 
region of £8million he warned: “Protect¬ 
ing front -ine services in the borough will 
become increasingly difficult.” 


Neither the Department of Communi¬ 
ties and Local Government nor the Trea¬ 
sury would comment before today's 
official announcement.

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Health services 
looking unwell 

ENFIELD Clinical Commissioning Group's 
answers to questions at the scrutiny meeting 
earlier this week gave very little re-assurance to 
campaigners deeply concerned about the future 
of local health services in Enfield. 

The publication of a report commissioned by 
the council into the clinical strategy which will 
see A&E and maternity services removed from 
Chase Farm Hospital in November, has found 
solid patient data lacking, substandard small GP 
practices, underestimated population projections 
and uncompleted primary care centre plans. 

The fact that our local health commissioners are 
now saying that the reconfiguration of acute care 
can take place independent of what happens in pri¬ 
mary and community care, is alarming, and con¬ 
trary to what the Independent Reconfiguration 
Panel concluded back in 2008 and every chief 
executive spear-heading these plans, and there 
have been many, promised over the years. 

Improved primary care services are meant to 
stop unnecessary admissions to the fewer A&E 
departments we will be left with, but still no evi¬ 
dence of additional doctors or appointment avail¬ 
ability can be found. Furthermore, there is little 
evidence that other recommendations, including 
improved transport links between hospitals and 
the provision of two additional ambulances in the 
borough, will be in place by November. 

The CCG assures the people of Enfield that 
all will be well, but who is really convinced? 

All in all, it is very clear that the conditions set 
by health chiefs themselves and highlighted by 
panels of experts called in to review the plans 
will not be met before the November deadline. 

And as it appears the CCG is convinced that 
the downgrade will go-ahead regardless whether 
suitable replacement services are in situ. 

If anyone has a chance of stopping these plans 
now it is the politicians of Enfield. It is up to 
them to lobby Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt, he 
is the only one with the power to halt this down¬ 
grade, and convince him that the preparation has 
not been done, and ultimately lives will be put at 
risk if Chase Farm is closed in five months time.

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Poison fears over North Circular fumes

TOXIC fumes churned out by traffic along one 
of the busiest roads in the borough are slowly 
poisoning residents, according to a report 
published this week. 

The North Circular Road, that stretches 
through the south of the borough from Bowes 
Park to Edmonton, has been named the most 
polluted road in London. 


The Mayor of London’s office released figures 
for diesel exhaust fumes for every major road in 
London following pressure from anti-pollution 
campaign group Clean Air in London. The 
report reveals that in the space of one year 12.2 
tonnes of diesel fumes were pumped out per 
kilometre along the road. 

Speaking to the Advertiser the day after the 
report had been published, Simon Birkett, 
founder and director of the campaign group, said 
that statistics reveal 6.6 per cent of deaths in 


Enfield are attributable to long-term exposure to 
toxic pollutants in the atmosphere. 

The Green Party in Enfield has also raised 
concerns over the damage wreaked by the toxic 
chemicals and campaigner for Bowes ward 
Laura Davenport told the Advertiser. “There are 
currently plans to build blocks of flats six 
storeys high along that road and that will actu¬ 
ally trap the pollution on that corridor.” 

The report also states that the data proves pol¬ 
lution levels have not fallen as London mayor 


Boris Johnson had predicted they would. 

However, a spokeswoman for Mr Johnson 
said: “Strenuous efforts are being made to 
improve air quality in the capital and the mayor 
constantly reviews new measures to target the 
most polluted roads. 

“The mayor has tightened regulations on vehi¬ 
cles in the low emission zone, one of many 
changes that have resulted in emissions of dan¬ 
gerous particulates falling by 15 per cent and of 
oxides of nitrogen by 20 per cent.”

Residents lead 
fightback over 
the closure of 
level crossing

RESIDENTS in Bush Hill Park have called on 
Enfield Council to take action against Network 
Rail following a decision to permanently close a 
railway crossing to traffic. 

People living in and around Lincoln Road 
presented a petition at the council’s cabinet 
meeting last week against the closure of the 
level crossing. 

The group told councillors that trade for local 
businesses had been reduced as a result of the 
closure, congestion in Southbury Road had 
increased and there were daytime access prob¬ 
lems for emergency vehicles. 

Adele Panayi, of Nags Head Road, Ponders 
End, and a member of Southbury Conservatives, 
said: “We need the council to stand up to 
Network Rail, to point out the huge negative 
effect on residents that the closure has already 
had and to challenge their arguments for closure. 

“Network Rail’s national policy is to close all 
such crossings and if they are not challenged now 
the residents of Green Street and Enfield Lock 
may also find their crossings subject to closure in 
the future as well.” 

Chris Bond, cabinet member for environment, 
said: “Network Rail have disregarded their own 
procedures by closing the crossing without con¬ 
sultation. We have several level crossings in 
Enfield and if they close all of them it will be a 
disaster for residents. 

“We have invited them to a meeting in which 
they can explain themselves.” 

A spokeswoman for Network Rail said the 
crossing had been closed following ongoing 
safety concerns. It has not been reopened since it 
was closed in December. 

“The level crossing is open to pedestrians and 
a further study is being carried out looking into 
improving the pedestrian facilities for crossing 
the railway in this area,” she added.

Tear gas and

THE protests that have engulfed Turkey over 
the past few weeks have also sent waves 
through the borough’s Turkish community - 
and prompted some to join the movement 
demanding political change from Prime Minis¬ 
ter Recep Tayyip Erdogan’s government. 

The largest public demonstrations the coun¬ 
try has witnessed in decades started on May 28 
when police armed with tear gas evicted a 
peaceful sit-in at Istanbul’s Taksim Gezi Park, 
causing outrage in cities across the country. 

The demonstrators had occupied the park in 
protest against government plans to demolish 
Gezi - one of the few green spaces in that part 
of Istanbul - to make way for a shopping mall 
and a mosque. 

The protests intensified and quickly spread 
to other Turkish cities, where a new media- 
savvy social movement has sprung up. 

The continuing unrest has triggered a fero¬ 
cious reaction from Mr Erdogan, whose party 
has mobilised hundreds of thousands of sup-

porters at a string of rallies backing his Justice 
and Development Party (AKP). 

Kerem Nisancioglu, 29, of Hamilton Cres¬ 
cent, Palmers Green, a PhD student in interna¬ 
tional relations at the University of Sussex in 
Brighton, left for Istanbul two weeks ago. 

Mr Nisancioglu, whose parents are from the 
capital Ankara, told the Advertiser. “Under the 
ruling AKP, Turkey is subject to an unfortunate 
mixture of inequality and authoritarianism. 

“Restrictions in freedom of speech, disrespect 
for civil liberties, eroding labour rights and 
mass privatisations of public services are among 
the reasons I feel there is a need for change. 

“Seeing thousands of people protesting in 
spite of brutal police violence was massively 
inspiring. Some friends in Istanbul took part 
and were relaying stories of the solidarity 
among protesters. Out of a mixture of jealousy 
and empathy I felt I had to be there.” 

Mr Nisancioglu, a former pupil at Latymer 
School, in Haselbury Road, Edmonton, rub-

bished Mr Erdogan’s claims that the 
protests are the actions of marginal 
groups and extremists. 

“It is a mass urban movement,” he 
said, “although probably not quite on 
the scale of what we saw in Egypt two 
years ago just yet. 

“There are people from a mind-bog¬ 
gling variety of political identities - 
Kemalists, Kurds, Alevis, Sunni Mus¬ 
lims, environmentalists, activists, stu¬ 
dents, football fans, trade unionists, 
liberals and Muslim socialists. But a 
survey of protesters found that 79 per 
cent were not part of a political party 
or association.” 

Enfield councillor Yusuf Cicek, who 
represents Turkey Street ward, was 
bom in Turkey and told the Advertiser. 
“The people involved are everyone 
and anyone suffering under this unde¬ 
mocratic government. It’s not a spe¬ 


cific group that is behind it. A wide 
range of ethnic minorities and people 
with differing beliefs are involved - 
Christians, Alevis, Kurds, Muslims - 
all with differing political views. 

“The protests have got bigger and 
bigger and spread, and I hope they will 
lead to greater democracy. I don’t 
think they will stop until there is a pos¬ 
itive reaction from government.” 

The government maintains a heavy- 
handed approach. Mr Nisancioglu 
said: “On June 15,1 was in Gezi Park 
when the police evicted the camp and 
was heavily tear-gassed, both then and 
later in Harbiye, in the city centre. 

“There were water cannons with the 
water laced with tear gas, too, and 
apparently rubber bullets being used, 
but thankfully I avoided those. On 
Monday last week, following a trade 
union demonstration I was tear-gassed 


and shot at with a water cannon again. 

“AKP militias are a real concern. 
Last Monday, an armed gang was 
marching through the streets chanting 
the prime minister’s name. The police 
have largely turned a blind eye to this.” 

As in their home country, Turks in 
London are divided - but, according to 
Mr Nisancioglu, Turkish politics will 
never be the same. 

“People have found strength and a 
voice,” he added. “They are no longer 
willing to passively accept the situa¬ 
tion they are in. They now know they 
are capable of speaking out and capa¬ 
ble of taking it upon themselves to 
change society for the better. 

“It may be due to my own proximity 
to events, but it feels as though the 
authoritarianism that has historically 
been a prevalent part of Turkish poli¬ 
tics cannot continue.”

Radical decisions will 
have to be made once 
the coffers are empty 


T HE criticism levelled at Enfield Council 
is its focus on managing next week’s 
news rather than its willingness to tackle 
important issues in a timely fashion. 

It seems content to firefight and blame third 
parties, typically the government. 

Delays in decision-making have seen proposed 
regeneration schemes in Ponders End and Upper 
Edmonton stalled and the redevelopment of hous¬ 
ing sites delayed - witness the empty sites in 
Parsonage Lane, Lancaster Road and Forty Hill. 

Last-minute schemes have been rushed through 
to increase the size of primary schools on exist¬ 
ing sites with the result that parental choice, car 
parking and road safety considerations risk being 
compromised. 

Most residents would not yet be aware of 
these matters. 

However, the delays in making tough decisions 
is now evidenced by the fact that the council is 
the seventh worst planning authority in the coun¬ 
try and the worst in London, with only one in 
eight of major planning applications being deter¬ 
mined within the statutorily prescribed period, 
thereby impeding regeneration. 

As a consequence the council faces being put 


into special measures. Somehow I don’t expect to 
see that celebrated on the front page of Our 
Enfield, a publication that is intended, at taxpay¬ 
ers’ expense, to promote the Labour executive as 
much as the council itself. 

By 2014, the financial reserves that were 
inherited in 2010, £95million according to the 
Labour Party at the last election, will have been 
used without being replaced, while borrowing has 
been increased towards statutory limits and 
necessary cost savings have not been identified 
or implemented. 

The council is a carbon copy of the previous 
national Labour government. In 2014, the coffers 
will be bare and radical choices, some of which 
could have been avoided, will then have to be 
made, but don’t expect them to be trumpeted in 
party manifestos.

Environment matters 



People power can work 
- and so can American 
Scouts’ badge of merit 


T HE Sunday before last was Father’s Day. 
We ate at fishnchips@... - where I dis¬ 
covered that the “common” skate is any¬ 
thing but and hence was off the menu, 
“greyed out” to make the point. 

Discrete posters explained the facts to diners 
interested in finding out more. Further research 
revealed that skate is, indeed, critically endan¬ 
gered, but I was pleased to discover that the 
stock of cod, once threatened, is now healthy 
and being harvested sustainably - a victory for 
campaigners, marine conservationists, regulation 
and consumers. 

Similarly, it appears that following pressure on 
the Secretary of State for Education Michael 
Gove regarding the omission of climate change 
from the national curriculum, the study of the evi¬ 
dence for man-made climate change is included 
in the new GCSE, currently under consultation. 

I was reassured to find that in his deliberations 
this time the secretary of state had consulted 
with an eminent professor of science education. 
It shows. Hence, in two cases at least, people 
power has worked. 

I have written before about using purchasing 
power to exert influence, relying either on avoid¬ 
ing companies that are unethical in purchasing 


and sourcing their products or deliberately 
favouring outfits that operate sustainably. 

Consumers are helped by certification such as 
Fair Trade - but we rarely have sufficient objec¬ 
tive information, a branding of some sort, to 
guide our choices. 

We could follow the lead of the Boy Scouts of 
America who are, this summer, introducing a 
sustainability merit badge that requires Eagle 
Scouts to “take responsibility for balancing long¬ 
term environmental, social, health and economic 
needs with progress and development” - hence 
ensuring, they say, that development, while meet¬ 
ing the needs of the present, should not compro¬ 
mise the ability of future generations to meet 
their needs. 

If I knew which enterprises locally had earned 
such a badge of merit, I’d certainly shop there. So 
too, I expect, would you.

Come rain or shine - this 
Hamlet is in his element 



IT IS that time of year again when we 
might catch a glimpse of sunshine, so 
what better way to enjoy a long summer 
evening than by watching an open-air 
theatre production in all its glory. 

The award-winning Principal Theatre 
Company, based in Southgate, is putting 
on an impressive 13th year of open-air 
performances of Shakespeare classics. 

This year it is the turn of the Bard’s 
shortest play, Comedy of Errors, and his 
longest, Hamlet. 

Staging Hamlet in the beautiful grounds 
of Capel Manor, in Bullsmoor Lane, 
Enfield, was a small and intimate affair 
with only a few props of worn furniture 
and a series of gazebos behind to hide 
the performers as they changed. 

Set among a rural aristocratic family, 
rather than the Danish monarchy, the 
script is cut to a manageable two-and-a- 
quarter hours - and a great warm-up was 
provided by thigh-slapping folk songs 
from members of the troop as the audi¬ 
ence took their seats. 

At this stage drops of rain began to fall 
from ominously black clouds. But every¬ 
one takes it in their stride - the audience 
were prepared with umbrellas, blankets 
and even an emergency cagoule. 

And as if the theatre gods were look¬ 
ing down on us, the dark clouds broke 
and gave way to a blue evening sky as 
the play began with those immortal lines 
of Prince Hamlet, played by David Mil- 
don: “To be or not to be.” 


Mildon shines and takes us on an emo¬ 
tional journey from beginning to end. The 
moment Hamlet sees the ghost of his 
dead father is a highlight. The atmos¬ 
phere created by the on-stage sound 
effects is enough to give you the shivers.

(£7.25), a bony, dry quail, I was too 
disheartened to bother glancing at 
the dessert menu, even though I was 
still so hungry I was seriously con¬ 
templating a pit stop at one of Green 
Lanes’ finest kebab emporiums on 
my way home. 

If this meal had come in at under 
£45, I would have been perfectly 
happy with the mediocre offerings - 
but the fact that the cost of three 
tapas dishes and a paella between 
two, plus drinks, totalled £56 meant 
that I left La Vina feeling not nearly 
full or drunk enough to justify part¬ 
ing with that amount of cash in an 
area heaving with better quality, 
cheaper restaurants. 

In fairness to the restaurant, they 
do offer better value midweek deals, 
but if you’re on the hunt for a rea¬ 
sonably priced weekend feast, I 
would be tempted to give this par¬ 
ticular restaurant quite a wide berth.

SIGURDSSON LOOKING 
TO MAKE FAST START

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR midfielder Gylfi 
Sigurdsson has stressed the importance of getting 
off to a good start when the new Premier League 
campaign gets under way in August. 

The past two years have seen Spurs struggle 
to pick up points in their first few matches - and 
this has ultimately proved costly as they have ended 
up narrowly missing out on Champions League 
qualification on both occasions. 

The fixtures for next season were released 
last week, with Tottenham beginning at newly- 
promoted Crystal Palace on August 17, before 
hosting Swansea City on August 24 and making 
the short trip to bitter rivals Arsenal on August 31. 

“It will be a difficult game at Crystal Palace,”

Although it is still the best part of two months 
until the season starts, head coach Andre Villas- 
Boas is already eagerly anticipating the chance to 
build on his encouraging first year in charge. 

“I’m looking forward to next season,” he said. 
“I think that there will be big changes in every 
team and the managerial changes at Chelsea, 
Manchester City and Manchester United will see 
different ways of playing. 

“Other teams will look to create strong sides 
and we will look to do the same, and build a strong, 
competitive team. 

“At certain times of the season we have compact 
fixtures with the top teams again.

December is when we gathered many points last 
season and we will look to do the same again. 
This time we go to Old Trafford on New Year’s 
Day and that will be a huge game.”

Lranco Baldini as their new technical director. 

The Italian, Labio Capello’s right-hand man when 
he was in charge of England, had been widely 
tipped to take up the role since leaving his post of 
general director of Serie A Club AS Roma. 

“Lranco is extremely well respected in the 


industry, possessing an extensive knowledge of 
players around the world,” said chairman Daniel 
Levy. “He will strengthen our football manage¬ 
ment team, particularly in the field of recruitment, 
working closely with Andre and Tim Sherwood 
across all levels of the playing side.”
